The French- offer went con- 
siderably further than did Sec- 
retary of State John Foster. 
Dulles in his opening speech 
yesterday but it still refused 
to accept Nasser’s stand that 
Egypt alone would control the 
vital waterway. 

Commission Urged. 

Shepilov suggested appoint- 
ment of a six-nation commis- 
sion to organize the new Suez 
parley. He said it should be 
composed of. Egypt, India, Unit- 
ed States, Britain, France and 
the Soviet Union—three from 
each camp. 

Nasser, in rejecting Egypt's 
invitation to the present con- 
ference, also had demanded a 
larger conference, and Kussia 
earlier had proposed that the 
conference be enlarged to 46 
nations, with a preponderance 
on the side of Egypt. 

“If this conference agrees 
on general principles,” Shepiloy 
declared, “a representative con- 
ference could then be called.” 

He insisted Egypt had broken 
no international laws by seizing 
the canal. 

Shepilov made these other 
points: 

1. International co-operation 
on the canal might be discussed 
with Egypt. But there must. be 
no or tae with Egypt's 
sovere .

“Frankly, I felt in the last 
campaign and in the early part 
of this year’s primaries that 
Stevenson would have a very 
hard time leading the Demo- 
crats to victory,” the Tennes- 
seean added. 

“Now I believe he has proved 
his campaign ability. He did so 
particularly after the Minne- 
sota primary. He has gotten 
around more, met more people, 
and conducted a more person- 
alized campaign. 

“He has developed a greater 
fighting spirit.” 

Disagrees With Truman. 

Kefauver said he disagreed 
“fully” with former President 
Harry S. Truman that Steven- 
son suffered from a defeatist at- 
titude and could not be elected 
in November. 

“I fought him in the pri- 
/maries,” Kefauver said, “and I 
| know there is no defeatist atti- 
tude about him. Today I would 
rather be fighting with him 
than against him.” 

Questioned about his reaction 
to Truman's statement that 
there was “caretaker” attitude 
about the Stevenson followers,

Many Republicans pictured 
him in 1952 as a head-in-the- 
clouds liberal, a captive of the 
trade unions and Americans for 
Democratic Action. 

This vear, Truman sought to 
write hgh off as a “moderate” 
and a “conservative.” 

The drama of the Stevenson- 
Truman split, one of the few 
things to enliven a sluggish con- 
vention, was a long in the mak- 
ing. Four years, in fact, though 
you wouldn't have suspected it 
from Truman's campaign for 
Stevenson in 1952. 

The general outlines of the 
pre-convention skirmishing that 
year are plain enough now from

Truman's published memoirs 
and other sources. 
Truman was ready long 


beforehand to support Steven- 
son, then Governor of Illinois. 
| In 1952, when he polled 27. 
000,000 votes, the largest total 
of any unsuccessful candidate 
in American history, Stevenson 
was asked by a reporter if he 
meant to try again 

“Have that man’s head exam- 
ined,” Stevenson said bleakly 

The Bug Bites Deep. 

The presidential bug had 
bitten deep, however. It wasn't 
long before he was flailing away 
at the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion on foreign and domestic 
matters alike. The plain im- 
plication was that Stevenson 
felt he could do it better 
‘Finally, after another nudge 
from Truman to declare his in- 
tentions, Stevenson announced 
last Nov. 15 that he would like 
,the nomination — and that this 
, time he was ready to fight for 
it 

Four years had wrought 
changes in the former Illinois 
Governor. 
| The urbane but slightly dis- 
tant platform speaker turned 
into a handshaker who could all 
but out-Estes Senator Kefauver 
of Tenness. The 1952 leader of 
devoted bands of amateur poli- 
ticians installed professionals to 
help his 1956 campaign and to 
a large extent let them run it. 

These were surface changes 
Adlai Stevenson at bottom 
seems largely the man he was 
in 1952 — balding, of medium 
height, inclined toward a 
paunch, uncencerned with his 
wardrobe ...a man given to 
puckish jokes and _ staccato 
laughter, yet a man who can be 
deadly serious about his beliefs. 

It was often said that Steven- 
son talked over the heads of the 
voters four years ago. The 
statement annoyed him at the 
_time, but he has come to use 
\shorter words and sentences 
since then. He no longer feels 
obliged to lecture his audiences. 
Now, like any orthodox poli- 
tican, he asks for votes. 

A comparative newcomer to 
politics, Stevenson began seek- 
ing votes in 1948 when he took 
the governorship of Illinois 
from Republican § incumbent 
Dwight H. Green by the bie- 
gest margin in the. state's 
history. 

Harvard-Princeten Man. 

Until then few Americans 
had ever heard of Stevenson. a 
comfortably well off man who 
went to Princeton and Harvard. 
_worked a while on the family 
newspaper at Bloomington, IIl.. 
practiced law and served in a 
few relatively minor govern- 
ment posts. 

Millions of Americans prob- 
ably still were unaware of

Campaigned on Issues. | 
Slightly aloof, often ironical, 
Stevenson campaigned more on 
issues than on personalities. 
Sometimes it seemed to his| 
supporters he was going out of | 
his way to lose votes—by stress- 
ing what veteran and other | 
groups would not get, rather | 
than what they would, out of a 
Stevenson administration. 

Whatever the reason or rea- 
sons, Stevenson suffered a 
thumping defeat at the polls. 
He won only 89 out of 531 elec- 
toral votes. He took a “never 
again” year off, practiced a 
little law, traveled around the 
world—and then came _ out 
fighting for another crack at 
the White House. 

It appeared at first as if he 
might get the nomination by 
default. Then Kefauver, a lead- 
ing contender in 1952, scared 
the daylights out of Stevenson 
by trouncing him in the Min- 
nesota primary 

The defeat raised the ques- 
tion: Should he fight or quit? 

He chose to fight. Associates 
in Stevenson's Chicago head- 
quarters said the decision was 
his own. He went back to the 
primary circuit—but with al- 
tered tactics and techniques 


First, he almost literally 
stopped running and started 
walking. 


In Minnesota he had hustled 
from platform to platform. He 
had paused on each to read a 
prepared speech; and then, with 
a wave of his arm, he hurried 
off to his next appearance 

Thereafter, in Oregon, Flor- 
ida, California and other points. 
he made a number of set, for- 
mal addresses. He also chat- 
tered informally with folks on 
streets and in squares: and he 
hunkered down in a midwestern 
farm yard and listened to corn 
and hog growers. 

After Minnesota Stevenson 
acted less like an egghead from 
Princeton and Chicago's society 
precincts, and more 
friendly fellow from Liberty- 
ville, IL Only time will tell 
how this changed technique 
will work against President 
Eisenhower in November. 


Handshaking Wins Votes. 

Stevenson bounced back with 
primary triumphs in Florida and 
California—thanks in part to a 
belated discovery that pumping 
hands wins votes and in part 
to inept campaign tactics by 
Kefauver, which the Tennessee 
Senator later acknowledged and 
publicly regretted. 

Kefauver saw the handwrit- 
ing on the wall, withdrew from 
the race and started to work for 
Stevenson's nomination. 

That left Harriman as the 
only serious opponent for Ste- 
venson. Even Harriman—a one- 
time strong Stevenson supporter 
—didn't look like much of a 
threat. 

Then Truman indorsed Harri- 
man and a race was on. 

While Stevenson made some 
changes in the pace and style 
of his campaigning, he didn't 
retract on his political philoso- 
phy. 

“Moderation is the spirit of 
the times,” was the way he 
phrased it at a big party rally 
in Chicago last November 

Some of his fellow Democrats 
didn't agree—among them Tru- 
man and Harriman — but a 
smashing majority of the dele- 
gates did. 

It was a “moderate” conven- 
tion with hardly anybody spoil- 
ing for a fight and with a 
pretty general realization that 
“moderation” was one -of the 
things the voters had liked 
about Mr. Eisenhower in 1952 

So the nod went to Steven- 
son, with hundreds of votes to 
spare on the first ballot 

He Takes Off the Gloves. 

For him, at the age of 56,

called. As soon as Pennsy!l- 
vania put Stevenson over by 
casting 67 votes for the former 
Illinois Governor, the Missour- 
ians began clamoring to join 
the Stevenson tidal wave. 
Jimmy McAteer of St. Louis, 
sergeant-at-arms of the delega- 
tion, tried to poll the delegates 
individually on how they wanted 
to switch. But it was too big a 
task to handle quickly because 


Missouri has 76 delegates, each 


with a half vote. 

United States Senator Thom- 
as C. Hennings Jr. of St. Louis, 
the delegation chairman, came 
up with a simple solution in the 
facé of convention floor con- 
fusion. He asked for a show 
of hands. 

Ten delegates with five votes, 
most of them from outstate Mis- 
souri, insisted on staying with 
Symington. Only one delegate 
wanted to throw his half vote 
to Harriman. He was Harold 
Gibbons, politically-active head 
of the St. Louis T€amsters 
union, who has been a strong 
Harriman supporter since the 
New Yorker made his first un- 
successful try for the presiden- 
tial nomination in 1952. 

Bellowing in Vain. 

The others, who wanted to 
fall in with the Stevenson 
forces, urged Hennings to ob- 
tain recognition for Missouri 
so the state’s new vote could be 
recorded. Hennings bellowed 
several times for recognition 
into a dead microphone at his 
side 

Then the Missouri standard 
was hoisted in the air and vig- 
orously waving, the customar) 
signal that a state wants to be 
recognized. By this time sever- 
al other. state standards were 
bouncing aloft, indicating Mis- 
souri was not the only state 
which wanted to change its 
vote 

Instead of acknowledging any 
of them, Chairman Rayburn 
recognized Gov. Gary of Okla- 
homa, whose motion to declare 
Stevenson nominated by ac- 
clamation ended the Missour- 
ians’ hope to change their vote. 

The desire of a majority of 
the Missouri delegates to swing 
to Stevenson was not intended 
as a reflection on Symington 
It was prompted by practical 
politics, the powerful urge to 
be with a winner. 

Symington Not Present. 

The delegation had been in- 
structed to support Symington 
under a unit rule, until he 
released the delegates, or until 
thev decided he no longer had 
a chance. ‘Symington stayed 
away from the Stockyards con- 
vention hall, in accordance with 
the unwritten rule governing 
all candidates for the presiden- 
tial nomination, and was not 
immediately available to release 
the delegation. The delegates 
therefore, released themselves 
because Stevenson had already 
won by that time. 

Symington, who ended with 
a total of 4542 votes, sent a 
congratulatory telegram to Ste- 
venson shortly after the Illi- 
noisan's victory. 

“Your victory was magnifli- 
cent.” he said. “We are deeply 
gratified by the unity it will 
mean to the party. You know 
you will have our full support 
through to victory in Novem- 
ber. All congratulations and 
warm personal regards.” 

James H. Meredith of St 
Louis, manager of the Syming- 
ton “favorite son” campaign, 
said the Missouri Senator had 
profited by the experience be- 
cause “he has moved up in the 
‘minds of all the delegates 
here.” 

Serious Bid Predicted. 

He said Symington was the 
“second choice” of all delegates, 
and he indicated that Syming- 
ton might make a more serious 
attempt to win the nomination 
four years from now, 

“In the event Senator Sym- 
ington or the Missouri delega- 
tion tries it again in 1960, de- 
pending upon circumstances at 
that time, we will be in an 
excellent position to carry on,” 
Meredith asserted 

He did not say so, but if 
Stevenson is elected President 
this year no other Democrat 
could be expected to challenge 
him for the. nomination in 
1960 

Symington was placed in 
nomination for the presidency 
by Hennings, who declared his 
Senate colleague was fully 
qualified for the office by his 
wide experience in business and 
government.

* The FBI arrested two men, 
alleged to have acted in concert 
with the dead man. They were 
charged with conspiracy to ob- | 
struct justice. 

Riesel blamed the attack on 
enemies he made in his cam- 
paigns against labor racketeer- 
ing 

Neither the FBI nor the New | 
York county district attorney’s | 
office linked the dead man or 
the two under arrest with labor | 
activity. There was no imme- | 
diate explanation of a motive | 
for the attack. 

The FBI identified the acid- 
thrower as Abraham Telvi. 22 
years old, of Brooklyn, who had 


a police record dating back to 
1949. His body was found on a 
Street July 28 

At first it was believed he 
might have been a hit-run fatal- 


ity. When a bullet wound in 
the back of his head was found. 
police theorized he had been 
a “ride” victim. 

Both Ex-Convicts. 

The two men whom the FBI 
called co-conspirators were iden- 
| tified as Joseph Peter Carlino, 
\43 years old, arrested at his 
home in Manhattan's lower east 
side, and Gondolfo Miranti, 37, 
taken into custody also in the 
same tenement area. Both are 
ex-convicts. They faced early 
arraignment before a United 
States commissioner.

TIME DEPOSITS IN COMMERCIAL BANKS climbed to 46 
billion, a gain of 16 billion since 1945. The much discussed

last year. Credit unions, however. jumped 500 per cent in the

OUTSTANDING UNITED STATES SAVINGS BONDS came

The Stevenson Victory 


Adlai E. Stevenson's first act as the 1956 
presidential nominee of the Democratic party 
was a measure of the man, and will take its 
place in the nation’s history books. 


Traditionally it would have been enough for 
the newly chosen standard bearer to go before 
the convention, receive the waves of applause, 
smile in all directions, thank the delegates gra- 
ciously and then politely take his leave until 
time for the acceptance address. 

Not so the former Governor of Illinois. He 
spoke for only two minutes, yet in that brief 
period he said more than many political leaders 
say in a lifetime. 

For he described the importance of the office 
of Vice President and he stated the great urgen- 
cy of choosing a man fully qualified to assume 
the office of President if called on to do so, as 
seven Vice Presidents have been required to do 
in the total of 34 occupants of the presidency. 


Then he made the totally unexpected an- 
nouncement that the selection of his running 
mate would not be dictated by the presidential 
nominee but “should be made through the free 
processes of this convention.”

This was a break, as Mr. Stevenson said, “from 
the precedents of the past.” But in making this 
break he expressed his confidence.in open demo- 
cratic procedure and also “in the many fine men” 
whose prominence in the Democratic party “will 
command your consideration.” Then he spoke 
11 words that carried a suggestion of the quality 
of the campaign to which he will devote himself.

There was another statement of significance 
in Mr. Stevenson's short talk. This came when 
he said that he had received his party’s highest 
honor “without there being asked of me a single 
commitment except faith in the program and 
principles of our party.” 

This, coupled with the fact that Mr. Stevenson 
had to battle with ex-President Truman right 
down to the start: of balloting, makes the IIli- 
noisan a free nominee in a sense that few presi- 
dential candidates have known political freedom. 

After all the persistent efforts to scuttle his 
candidacy, it is nothing short of remarkable that 
he could have won a one-ballot nomination with 
905% votes when only 68642 were required. 

A most evident first result of this overwhelm- 
ing triumph is to reveal the complete lack of 
foundation in the wearily reiterated Truman 
charge to the effect that Mr. Stevenson does not 
know how to fight in the political arena. 

Undoubtedly the man from Independence and 
the Governor of the country’s most populous 
state revised their notions as to that long before 
the roll call was completed.

As our readers know, the Post-Dispatch ex- 
pressed the belief that the Democrats would 
nominate their best-qualified as well as their 
logical man if they chose Mr. Stevenson. In all 
parts of the country men and women will look 
forward to his discussion of the difficult and 
complex issues that confront the United States 
and the world. 

This is because of Mr. Stevenson's ability to 
analyze public problems and to discuss them 
positively in clear, straightforward language to 
the benefit of self-governing people whose first 
requirement is to be adequately informed. 

As we said Thursday, it is too soon to make a 
choice in the presidential race. Not only musta 
thoughtful choice await the selection of the nomi- 
nees on both major tickets. That kind of choice 
must also wait until enough of the campaign 
has been run to provide a fair and current com- 
parison of the candidates, a weighing of their 
views and an evaluation of their conduct in 
asking for support at the polls.

Mr. Carpenter's Oversight? 

The vital metropolitan traffic-transit survey 
has stalled in the office of St. Louis Comptroller 
Milton Carpenter. For days now the contracts 
under which this essential work will be under- 
taken have gathered dust on Mr. Carpenter's 
desk. 

This survey, in which the Missouri State High- 
way Department is joining and contributing 
some $255,000, has been approved by both the 
Board of Aldermen and the County Council. The 
contracts have been signed by Supervisor Mat- 
thews, the county clerk, the county ‘counselor 
and the county auditor. In the city they con- 
tain the signatures of Mayor Tucker and City 
Counselor Frank. Everything is in order, all 
the i's dotted and the t's crossed. 

Mr. Carpenter's role in the contract is purely 
ministerial. In effect his signature certifies 
that the money to cover the city’s share of the 
contract is available. It is. The Aldermen ap- 
propriated it weeks ago. Surely Mr. Carpenter 
is not out to frustrate the will of the Aldermen, 
the Council, the Mayor and the Supervisor. If 
not, let him sign the contracts so that this 
important work may begin. 
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Big Gamble With Whose Money? 


Some exceedingly strange philosophy with re- 
spect to the operation of privately-owned elec- 
tric-utility companies is taking shape in the 
Hell's Canyon case. 

Because the Federal Power Commission's li- 
cense to the Idaho Power Co. is being contested 
in the United States Court of Appeals at Wash- 
ington, a Supreme Court stay to halt the project 
has been sought. The National Hell's Canyon 
Association, an organization of citizens favoring 
a Federal Government dam at the site on the 
Snake river, points out that if it wins its contest 
any money spent on the project by Idaho Power 
meanwhile would be wasted. This might consti- 
tute an “irreparable loss” to Idaho Power's 
11,000 stockholders and 124,000 customers, says 
the association. 

Idaho Power has persuaded Supreme Court 
Justice Hugo L. Black, who is handling the case 
for the court, not to grant the stay. Justice 
Black says he was moved to this course by 
the company’s promise that it will not sue the 
Federal Government if its license is later invali- 
dated. The National Hell’s Canyon Association 
says Idaho Power's counsel has described the 
outlays while the license is still clouded as a 


who neither authorized the venture nor stood 
to profit from it? Does Idaho Power seriously 
assert that gambling on the outcome of a court 
action is a proper business function of a utility 
company? 
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Reasonable Plus at Suez 

The plan for international control of the Suez 
canal which Secretary Dulles outlined to the 
London conference looks good from a Western 
vantage point. To entrust control of the canal to 
an international board linked to the U.N., with 
Egypt being represented on the board, seems a 
reasonable solution of the dispute. 

Yet, as the West has learned all too often, — 
what looks good from our standpoint may bear 
quite a different aspect east of Malta. And as 
the West should have learned from the cata- 
strophic events which followed Mr. Dulles’s can- 
cellation of ald for the Aswan dam, any plan for 
Suez must meet another test in addition to those 
of reasonableness, feasibility, and fairness. It 
must be a plan which an Egyptian political lead- 
er in Nasser’s situation can find politically de- 
fensible at home. 

The present crisis exists in large part because 
the West put Nasser in a political jam over the 
Aswan dam. Whether or not we were justified 
in withdrawing support of that project, the man- 
ner and timing of our action placed him in a 
position where he had to react quickly with 
some “anti-Western” gesture in order to maintain 
his own standing and prestige. 

So it might be if Nasser were presented with 
a Suez plan which, however excellent from our 
standpoint, involved a humiliating retreat for 
Egypt or a personal backdown for him. The 
overriding fact which the London conferees 
cannot afford to forget is that Egypt is not 
among them. If force is to be avoided, as it must 
be, the results of the London conference can be 
made acceptable to Egypt only by persuasion, 
not by dictation. As Egyptian spokesmen are 
already expressing opposition to the Western 
plan, the task of persuasion may be long and 
@ifficult. : 

This is why we hope the London conferees 
have access to, and pay heed to, sound advice 
from somebody well versed in Egyptian politics 
and the “mysteries” of the Oriental mind—which 
probably are not very different from the myster- 
ies of the Occidental mind. 
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Note on Political Literature 

In commenting on the differences between 
the Democratic platform of 1956 and that of four 
years ago, the Associated Press, it seems to us, 
missed the biggest if not the most important 
difference of all. Although both covered approxi- 
mately the same ground, this year’s is pages and 
pages longer than the 1952 document. : 

Whether this is an improvement or not cannot 
be said with authority. Even in this day of-more 
literary criticism than literaturé, not one critic 
of English has given studious attention to this 
particular form of writing. No professor has pro- 
mulgated standards for platform drafting. 

Of course general rules may be applied; and 
the first to pop into mind is the one which 
holds that brevity is the soul of wit. If the plat- 
form committee felt that the serious business of 
politics is not @ke place for wit, it might have 
reminded itself that one appropriate, sharply 
pointed witticism can be worth a hundred pages 
of solemn argument. And we believe that this 
opinion is shared by at least one fairly promi- 
nent Democrat, Adlai Stevenson. 
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An Important Educational Spot 

This is the month of the first change in the 
deanship of the Pulitzer School of Journalism 
at Columbia University, New York, in 25 years. 
Carl W. Ackerman has retired at the age of 66 
and has been succeeded by Edward W. Barrett 
who at 45 presumably will be able to direct the 
graduate school for the training of journalists for 
a score of years. Only two other men have led 
it, Talcott Williams from 1912 to 1919 and John 
W. Cunliffe te 1931. 

Dean Ackerman was a member of the first 
graduating class of 12 students of the Pulitzer- 
endowed school back in 1913. A native of Gaar 
Williams's Richmond, Ind., Dean Ackerman had 
an extensive career with the United Press and 
was a correspondent in World War I. He also 
was associated with The New York Times, The 
Philadelphia Public Ledger and The Saturday 
Evening Post. As dean, he helped establish the 
American Press Institute and the Maria Moors 
Cabot awards and took part in the administration 
of the Pulitzer prizes. 

The new dean has had a valuable experience 
in several fields of communications, He was born 
in a newspaper family that published the Bir- 
mingham News where he began as a reporter. 
In World War II he was chief of over- 
seas news and features for the Office of War 
Information. He was acting deputy chief of psy- 
chological warfare at Gen. Eisenhower's head- 
quarters. He was an Assistant Secretary of State. 
After connections in radio, he became a vice 
president of a leading public relations firm in 
New York. His book, “Truth Is Our Weapon,” is 
an important contribution to the study and un- 
derstanding of the battle over ideas now taking 
place in the world. 

In newspaper offices as well as in university 
circles, Dean Barrett doubtless will have both 
best wishes and co-operation for a successful 
tenure that will contribute to sound education 
for journalism and therefore to the information 
and enlightenment of the American people. 
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Won’t Do It All 

The astounding news of a new electronic 
“brain” unveiled by the Army Signal Corps Sup- 
ply Center at Philadelphia proves that the 
Army is not lagging far behind the Air Force 
with its supersonic planes and the Navy with its 
atomic submarines. This should be noted by all 
those who have assumed the Army had settled 
back into a routine of reveille, drills, parades, 
hikes, bivouacs, target practice and taps. 

The business machine companies have been 
putting all kinds of “brains” on the market, but 
this one and its capabilities are overwhelming. 
To provide high speed control of global logisti- 
cal operations and save days of tedious paper 
work, it can process 8000 cards a minute, do 
8400 additions or 1200 multiplications a second;

Story of St. Louis's rejuvenation, both in spirit and materially, 
is told by magazine; co-operation of Mayor, Civic Progress, Inc., 
and newspapers seen as a key; change in atmosphere is illustrated 
by city’s decision to present Mid-America Jubilee this year.

Following a published review of the 
commercial and industrial progress 
of St. Louis in the first half of the 
Twentieth Century, editors of the 
Post-Dispatch decided it was time to 
catalogue the shortcomings and ma- 
terial needs of the community and to 
call for action. The current move- 
ment for civic progress ensued. A 
Saturday Evening Post article picks 
up the story as follows: 


A few years ago the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch teed off on the backwardness 
of St. Louis in a series of vividly illus- 
trated Sunday articles under the head- 
line: Progress or Decay? St. Louis 
Must Choose! 

“If St. Louis continues to jog along 
without essive action,” the news- 
paper coficiuded, “it faces ... decay, 


squalor, decline and a back seat among 
American eities.” 

It would be foolish to suggest that 
any series of newspaper articles could 
drastically change a city of ~ gs 3 a

million population like St. Louis. 
it would be even 
more foolish to ig- 
nore the fact that 
today the historic 
“Gateway to the 
West” has done a 
quick about - face 
and is now in a re- 
markable period of 
renaissance that 
has attracted the 
attention of experts 
from other ailing 
communities as far 
away as Australia. 

Such experts may 
not find an easy 
solution to the se- 
cret of municipal rejuvenation, but they 
undoubtedly will quickly discover that 
the major factors in the recovery of St. 
Louis have been the collaboration of a 
py group of 20 business men known 
as Civic Progress, Inc., a Mayor who 
combines political savvy with engineer- 
ing skill, and two crusading newspapers 
—the 'Globe-Democrat and the Post- 
Dispatch. 

The committee of business men called 
Civic Progress, Inc., had been bumbling 
along, not sure whether to live or ex- 
pire. Mayor Raymond R, Tucker re- 
vived them in the early summer of 
1953 by suggesting that they increase 
their membership and livé up to their 
purpose of “furnishing civic leader- 
ship” by getting busy on outstanding 
problems.

Seven former slum areas have been 
cleared for 6150 units, completed or 
under construction, of unusually attrac-

The run-down 465-acre Mill Creek 
Valley area near the heart of the city 
is being surveyed for a projected $400,- 
000,000 commercial and industrial de- 
velopment. 


A $4,000,000 campaign has been 
started and is already effective in two 
pilot areas for neighborhood rehabilita- 
tion of 67,000 homes in blighted blocks, 
with the city paying for improvement 
of parks, playgrounds, streets and 
schools while homeowners co-operate 
by refurbishing eld but still sturdy 
houses. . 


$128,000,000 in Bond Issues 


In all, bond issues totaling approx- 
imately $128,000,000, including $16,000,- 
000 for school buildings, have been ap- 
proved since 1952, and the city is 
spending at the rate of $12,000,000 a 
year in addition to still-larger federal 
and state grants for public improve- 
ments. 

So far, Tucker and Civie Progress, 
Inc., have gone hand in hand, each de- 
pending on and making use of the 
other. The Mayor is popular outside 
the Democratic organization and prob- 
ably can be re-elected in 1957. But 
whether any organization like Civic 
Progress, Inc., could be successful with- 
out close co-operation of City Hall is 
questionable. 

There is also a question whether 
such a closely knit, influential group 
might, under certain circumstances, be- 
come a kind of “shadow government” 
running the city by remote control, but 
responsible to no one. : 

In St. Louis there is no present con- 
cern on that point. ‘The Mayor is not a 
man to be pushed around. The labor

Same Name, Other Purpose 
THE HOOVER REPORT, 1953-55. by Neil MacNeil 
and Harold W. Metz. (Macmillan, 14 pgs, %.) 

The original “Hoover Commission” of 
1947-49 was entrusted with the task of 
studying the executive branch of our 
government and recommending ways 
in which it could be streamlined in or- 
der to perform its functions more effi- 
ciently and economically. The then head 
of the executive branch, Harry Tru- 
man, urged and welcomed its creation. 
With a certain non-partisanship which 
has not been duplicated by his succes- 
sor, Mr. Truman caused the appoint- 
ment of the one living Republican ex- 
President as the commission's chair- 
man. The commission did its job intel- 
ligently. It gained such a good reputa- 
tion that numerous state reorganiza- 
tion commissions in the early ‘50s 
were glad to be called “Little Hoover 
Commissions.” 

The aame having become synono- 
mous with efficient streamlining, it 
was natural to as- 
sume that the sec- 
ond “Hoover Com- 
mission,” during the 
Eisenhower Admin- 
istration, was again 
a body of adminis- 
trative experts as- 
signed to a techni- 


cal mission. Such, 
however, was not 
the case. 


The Ferguson- 
Brown Resolution 
of 1953, establish- 
ing the second com- 
mission, gave it a 
wider scope. It was 
directed to enter into the field of poli- 
cy as well as administration. Specifical- 
ly, it was told to recommend the aboli- 
tion of “nonessential” government func- 
tions, especially those which might com- 
pete with private enterprise. It is rea- 
sonable to conjecture that Herbert 
Hoover accepted this responsibility with 
alacrity. 

The second commission's report has 
now been succinctly and readably sum- 
marized, in “The Hoover Report, 1953- 
1955,” by its chief editor and its re- 
search director. There can be no doubt 
that they have done a lucid and accurate 
job of summarizing. But there can be 
grave doubts about the wisdom of Con- 
gress delegating to a group of supposed- 
ly impartial experts the task of official- 
ly recommending what American policy 
should be in such varied fields as con- 
servation, hydro-electric power,» medi- 
cal care and foreign affairs. 

As a matter of fact, not all of the 
commission members or the men com- 
posing its “task forces” were experts, 
and even fewer were impartial. Most 
of them were drawn from the ranks of 
big business, and a distinguished cor- 
poration executive, being well-informed, 
is likely to have quite definite opinions 
about government before he begins to 
study it. 

The authors of “The Hoover Report” 
sum up the commission's attitude about 
as follows: “Most Americans” don't 
like government; they want as little 
it as possible; “big government” ae 
courages and weakens “free

NEW RULES EASE 
HOME FINANCING 
FOR OLDER FOLKS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 (AP) 


—The Federal Housing Admin- 
istration has announced new 
regulations permitting persons 
60 years old and older to bor- 
row the down payment and 
settlement costs on homes 
bought with FHA-insured mort- 
gages. 

FHA Commissioner Norman 
P. Mason said yesterday this 
was one of several moves by the 
agency to ease the housing 
problems of older persons. 

Another action, taken in line 
with the housing bill enacted 
earlier this month, provides 
more liberal financing of ren- 
tal housing projects designed 
for elderly people. 

Non-profit institutions can 
now obtain FHA-insured loans 
for such projects up to $8100 
per family unit or up to 90 
per cent of replacement cost. 
Until now, loans could not ex- 
ceed 90 per cent of the long 
term value of a unit—usually a 
lower figure than replacement 
cost.

To do so might necessitate their 
making an early start, or stopping only briefly for a hur- 
ried lunch on the way, or passing ip an opportunity to turn 
off the main highway and drop in for a visit with friends. 


Wire guests are coming by automobile to pay a visit, 


Therefore to ease the minds of the persons they are 
about to visit they announce that they are “arriving for 
dinner.” Their prospective hosts will then know at least 
that they will be hungry and expecting something to eat. 


Prospective hosts, on thinking the situation over, will 
ask themselves what “arriving for dinner” means. Dinner 
could be almost anywhere between 6 p.m. and 8:30 p.m. 
Hosts realize that it takes time to cook food. They realize 
also that after food has been cooked it should be eaten or 
else it will get cold and unattractive. 


Should they therefore assume that their guests mean 
they will arrive at 6 p.m., or shortly thereafter? Or should 
they, on the other hand, figure that they are people who 
always take their time and that there is no use counting 
on them much before 8 p.m.? 

If the hosts decide to hold up dinner until 8 p.m., how 
are they to keep from starving? Should they- fix a little 
snack for themselves to eat before the guests arrive? But 


what if, as they are eating the snack, the guests should 
walk in? 


So far as helping with the preparation of dinner the 
guests might just as well have announced that 
arrive a week or 4 month from now. 

Guests should be discouraged from 
prospective hosts this uncertainty. A good 
is, when a message is received saying “Arriving for din- 
ner,” to reply at once, “Fine.

I: is a poor year when Hollywood doesn’t come up with 
“The Greatest Picture Ever Made.” 

But these are boom times, and this year the film in- 
dustry has spent in the neighborhood of $25,600,000 on three 
pictures vying for the title

HERE will be none of the

If we can gain a true 
community spirit we may be 
able to meet the needs pre- 
sented by the 100 per cent in- 
crease in enrollments expected 
in the next 10 to 15 years. 
Congress has not passed legis- 
lation which would assist; many 
states have lagged behind; and 
individual contributions are far 
from adequate to support our 
expanding educational system. 
We are facing a_ situation, 
which, if we do nothing about 
it, is going to be analogous to 
the depression. If we have 
2,000,000 college students in 
the streets because of classroom 
and teacher shortages, we'll 
just have to suffer the conse- 
quences of another _ short- 
sighted policy.”

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Ham Good 
Choice for 
Easy Meals

N the interest of making our 
| warm eae vam we A ee 
appetizing, there is no 
choice than the purchase of a 
half or whole ham. This can 
be baked or glazed, perhaps for 
Sunday dinner. Then, we have | 
leftovers. 


While everyone likes cold 
sliced ham, it may taste even 
better when the individual 
slices are grilled for a few mo- 
ments for hot service, This 
treatment seems to bring out 
the flavor. Sometimes, very 
thin slices are wrapped around 
stalks of cooked asparagus, or 
stuffed with a mixture of 
cooked vegetables. The rolls 
are fastened with toothpicks or 
small skewers, and may be sau- 
teed er baked in a hot oven. 


As an additional touch, a 
sauce may be an accompani- 
ment. Any canned soup diluted 
slightly with milk or cream may 
be used for an easily made 
sauce. Instead, a cream sauce 
to which has been added plenty 
of grated cheese may be stirred 
over the heat until the ingredi- 
ents are smooth and well 
blended. 


Finely chopped ham gives a 
fine flavor to a souffle and is, 
of course, a favorite ingredient 
for a sandwich filling. There is 
never any problem in regard to 
making good use of a baked 
ham. 


Grilled Sliced Ham, 


Slice cold cooked ham one- 
eighth inch thick. Grease skil- 
let with ham fat and brown 
slices lightly on both sides. If 
desired, the ham may be sprin- 
kled with brown sugar after it 
is grilled. Cover skillet and 
cook over low heat until sugar 
melts slightly. 


Stuffed Ham Slices. 


Mix diced cooked vegetables 
with small amount of mayon- 


naise. Season with minced 
onion. Spread on thin ham 
slices. Fasten with toothpicks 


or small skewers, and saute on 
both sides in greased skillet. 


Hollandaise Sauce 

One-half cup butter, two egg 
yolks slightly ‘beaten, one table- 
spoon lemon juice, dash of 
cayenne. 

Divide butter in two portions 
and put one piece in small 
saucepan with slightly beaten 
egg yolks and lemon juice. Hold 
saucepan over a larger pan con- 
taining hot—not boiling—water 
and stir constantly until butter 
is melted. Add remaining but- 
ter and stir until sauce thickens. 
Season with cayenne. Yield: 
one-half cup sauce.
